Of  the  total  173  deaths,  there  were  137  deaths  (77%)  at  65  years  of 
age  or  over,  of  which  83  deaths  (49%)  were  at  75  years  or  over. 


The  Rateable  Value  and  Penny  Rate  Product  quoted  above  were  of  course 
based  on  the  old  assessments.  The  new  assessments  in  use  in  April  1956  have 
produced  a  Rateable  Value  of  £105,276  and  a  Penny  Rate  Product  of  £410. 
thus  the  Rateable  Value  has  been  increased  43%  and  the  Penny  Rate  Product

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SECTION _ B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

(a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, Tennis 
Court  Road,  Cambridge,  under  the  directorship  of  Dr.  R.  M.  Pry,  provides  an 
excellent  bacteriological  service  and  most  readily  discusses  and  advises 

on  any  epidemiological  or  similar  problem. 

Dr,  S.  Greenburgh,  Public  Analyst,  Tenison  Road,  Cambridge,  gives  a 
similar,  efficient,  helpful  service  when  chemical  analyses  are  required. 

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES.  These  services  since  July  1953  have  been 
provided  directly  by  the  County  Council  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  D.  A. 
McCracken,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.  The  West  Suffolk  County  Council  District  Nurse- 
Midwives  carry  out  these  duties. 

(d)  CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES.  These  are  not  the  responsibility 
of  the  Rural  District  Council. 

(e)  HOSPITALS.  The  use  of  hospitals  by  Thingoe  residents  is  indicated 
by  the  following  information  with  regard  to  live  births  and  deaths. 

Of  the  284  live  births  to  Thingoe  residents,  131  (47%) occurred  at  their 
own  home.  The  remaining  153  births  took  place  outside  of  Thingoe,  of  which 
the  great  majority  occurred  at  the  hospitals  in  Bury  St.  Edmunds  and 
Newmarket. 

82  (46%)  of  the  178  deaths  of  Thingoe  Residents  in  1955  occurred  at

SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  (i)  WATER.  The  completion  of  the  major  part  of  the  Council’s 
Comprehensive  Water  Scheme  was  marked,  on  the  15th  April,  1955 *  by  an 
official  opening  ceremony.  Representatives  of  local  authorities  and 
contractors,  together  with  Thingoe  Councillors,  attended  to  see  Councillor 
Aid.  H.  J.  Brown,  Chairman  of  the  Council,  invite  W.  F.  Deodes.  Esq. ,M. C. , M. F 
Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government, 
officially  to  declare  the  Scheme  in  being. 

Councillor  Mr.  N.  R.  Whitwell,  Chairman  of  the  Water  Committee,  who,  on 
behalf  of  the  Council,  has  piloted  the  Scheme  to  completion,  expressed  his 
very  great  disappointment  that  after  their  several  years  of  work  together 
Mr.  W.E.  Blizzard,  the  engineer,  who  conceived  this  Comprehensive  Scheme  - 
of  primary  importance  to  Thingoe  and  to  its  neighbouring  authorities  -  was 
prevented  from  being  present  by  illness  -  which  was  to  prove  fatal  before 
the  Scheme  was  officially  declared  completed  in  June  1956. 

During  1955  main  laying  proceeded  satisfactorily  and  a  further  18.5  miles 
were  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  forming  part  of  the  last  contract  to 
be  let  as  part  of  the  Comprehensive  Scheme. 

The  smaller  pumping  stations  were  gradually  clos.ed  down  as  the  mains 
spread  into  new  areas.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  only  small  plants 
remaining  in  operation  were  at  Ingham,  Nov/ ton  and  Whepstead. 

Subsequently,  at  the  end  of  February  1956*  the  Nov/ton  and  Whepstead  Stations 
were  closed  and  finally  in  June  1956  the  last  of  these  small  stations,  that 
at  Ingham,  was  disused  so  that  the  Council  now  only  operates  the 
Comprehensive  Scheme. 
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The  total  production  of  water  rose  from  145  million  gallons  during 
1954  to  227  million  during  1955*  Much  of  this  increase  was  distributed 
into  the  areas  of  neighbouring  authorities,  but  the  rapid  upward  trend  is 
indicative  of  the  success  of  the  policy  of  the  Councils  in  We‘st  Suffolk 
of  making  a  wholenome  pi pod  supply  of  water  available  to  the  general 
countryside.  By  March  of  1956  the  daily  average  consumption  in  Ihingoe 
had  risen  to  372,000  gallons  as  compared  with  182,000  in  1954. 

A  small  amount  of  water  continued  to  be  purchased  from  other  sources  - 
mainly  from  the  Borough  of  Bury  St.  Edmunds  for  the  parishes  of  Westlcy 
and  Fornham  All  Saints. 

A  very  large  quantity  is  supplied  to  neighbouring  R.D.C's.  By  March 
1956  the  daily  sales  to  these  authorities  had  risen  to  356,000  gallons-  it 
was  236,800  in  1954. 

Samples  were  taken  regularly  to  check  the  bacterial  condition  of  the 
water  being  supplied  and  all  water  as  previously  was  chlorinated  before 
release  into  the  mains.

The  12  unsatisfactory  results  recorded  in  Public  Supplies  included  9 
that  were  not  from  the  Comprehensive  Scheme  (5  at  Ingham  and  4  from 
Whepetead  Council  Estate  Supplies  -  both  of  these  supplies  have  since 
been  superceded  by  the  Comprehensive  Scheme)  and  3  from  the  Comprehensive 
Scheme  \2  attributable  to  putting  in  new  sections  and  1  taken  from  a 
standpipe)  -  satisfactory  repeat  samples  in  these  cases  were  immediately 
obtained  . 

The  table  on  the  following  page  shows  for  each  parish  the  number  and 
percentage  of  houses  which  at  the  end  of  1955  had  a  public  piped  water 
supply  available,  differentiating  between  those  with  the  supply  into  the 
house  and  those  within  200  feet  of  a  standpipe. 

The  56  houses  listed  on  that  table  as  within  200  feet  of  standpipes  pay 
standpipe  charge  of  2/6d.  in  the  £  of  rateable  value  of  the  house  (as 
opposed  to  those  charged  3/-  in  the  £  for  a  full  domestic  supply, i.e. water 
into  the  house). There  are  other  houses, not  included  in  these  figures, where 
water  is  carried  from  a  metered  supply  of  the  adjoining  farm  house  -  in  this 
way  a  further  124  houses  are  making  use  of  the  public  supply.  In  all, 
therefore,  3*301  houses  (59%)  used  the  public  supplies  in  1955.

The  figures  in  brackets  in  the  second  column  are  of  houses  supplied  for  the 
first  time  during  1955* 

In  the  few  cases  where  bore  well  water  from  the  Comprehensive  Scheme  is  not 
readily  available  and  a  new  baby  is  arriving;,  arrangements  are  made  to  test 
the  well  supply  of  the  house,  prior  to  the  making  up  of  the  infants’  feeds 
(when  breast  feeding  is  not  possible),  for  the  presence  of  nitrates  in  order 
to  avoid  the  danger  of  Methaemoglobinaemia. 
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(ii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.  One  new  village  scheme  of  sewerage*  that 
for  Bardwell*  was  completed  during  the  year.  The  Quaker  Lane  Estate  houses* 
several  years  after  their  completion*  were  thus  provided  with  sewerage 
facilities.  Pour  post-war  houses  in  School  Lane  were  brought  onto  the 
sewer  thereby  allowing  the  disuse  of  a  septic  tank  which  has  been  a  source 
of  trouble  for  several  years. 

Except  at  Honington  all  Council  houses  built  during  the  year  have  been 
provided  with  complete  amenities  and  sewerage  has  been  provided  in  all 
cases. 

At  Honington  considerable  delay  has  ensued  due  to  approval  to  carry 
out  a  village  sewerage  scheme  being  withheld.  8  houses  completed  in  1951 
are  still  without  drainage  facilities  as  are  a  further  8  completed  in  1954. 

Approval  to  proceed  with  Stage  I  of  the  scheme  was  received  towards  the 
end  of  1955  and  it  is  hoped  that  by  the  end  of  1958  the  lack  of  these 
amenities  will  have  been  rectified. 

Schemes  for  sewering  the  villages  of  Hopton  and  Rougham  are  delayed 
because  of  the  restriction  of  capital  expenditure.  Approval*  in  principal* 
has  been  received  for  a  scheme  for  the  village  of  Stanton.  Stage  I  for 
the  sewering  of  a  new  housing  estate  of  36  houses  and  the  provision  of  a 
pumping  station, ultimately  to  serve  the  whole  village, received  formal 
approval  early  in  the  new  year.  The  existing  sewage  works  at  the  R.A.P. 
Station*  Stanton*  will  be  used  to  treat  the  effluent. 

Agreement  has  boon  reached  between  the  Council  and  the  Air  Ministry  for 
a  joint  sewage  disposal  works  at  Barnham.  This  agreement  by  1957  may 
have  made  it  possible  for  the  Council  to  undertake  a  scheme  for  the 
sewering  of  the  village. 

Good  progress  is  being  made  with  the  provision  of  indoor  taps*  sinks 
and  so  aka?/ ay  drainage  to  pre-war  Council  houses* 

By  the  end  of  March  1956  more  than  half  the  pre-war  Council  houses 
had  been  provided  with  sink*  tap  and  some  form  of  drainage*  viz:-

Approval  from  the  Minister  is  being  sought  to  provide  similar 
facilities  to  the  remainder  of  the  pre-war  houses* 

The  table  on  the  following  page  shows  the  progress  made  towards  the 
provision  of  drainage  throughout  the  district.  It  will  be  seen  that  a 
further  137  houses  ?/ere  given  a  water  carriage  system  for  the  first  time. 

The  task  of  maintaining  the  sewage  plants  has  greatly  increased. 

There  are  9  village  sewerage  schemes  and  a  further  31  smaller  plants 
sewering  housing  estates. 

In  order  that  good  effluents  are  produced  and  no  nuisance  arises  a  toam 
of  a  foreman  and  4  men  are  employed  to  maintain  the  works.  The  Council 
has  provided  two  portable  pumps,  an  Austin  pick-up  and  a  cesspool  emptier 
for  use  in  this  v/ork  ana  is  fortunate  in  having  in  charge  Mr.  B.  Hunt, 
an  energetic  and  capable  foreman.  This  gang  is  also  responsible  for 
maintaining  the  grass  areas  on  Council  estates*  waterworks  and  sewage  v/orks 
in  good  condition  and  attend  to  hedging  and  ditching  as  required. 

The  cesspool  emptier  has  been  showing  signs  of  wear  for  some  time  and  is 
becoming  expensive  to  maintain.  The  Council  has  therefore  agreed  to 
acquire  a  new  vehicle.  A  Ford  Thames  with  Eagle  body  and  diesel  engine 
was  ordered  in  1956. 

The  necessity  for  this  will  be  apparent  from  the  figures  on  page  10 
which  show  that  the  number  of  cesspools  emptied  during  1955  increased 
to  483  from  the-  1954  figure  of  380.  Present  indications  are  that  the 
1956  figure  will  at  least  equal  the  increased  1955  number. 

The  difficulty,  which  previously  existed  to  ensure  that  the  contents  of 
the  cesspool  emptier  were  disposed  of  in  a  satisfactory  manner, has  been 
resolved  with  the  provision  or  the  various  sewage  ?/orks  now  provided  by  the 
Council.  Use  is  made  of  our  sewers  for  this  disposal  except  in  cases 
where  the  owner  wishes  to  make  use  of  the  contents  on  a  suitable  piece  of 
land  in  his  possession.

584  occupied  houses  in  the 
District  represents  17*1%  -  if  this  is  compared  with  the  3*121  houses  ( 5 6>l ) 
which  have  a  piped  water  supply  into  the  house *  the  further  sewerage  progress 
now  necessary  is  indicated*  although  allowance  must  he  made  for  individual 
and  often  isolated  houses  already  converted  to  satisfactory  private  cesspool 
drainage. 

At  the  head  of  the  following  page  the  results  of  effluent  samples  taken 
during  1955  are  noted.

It  will  be  noted  that  the  results  are*  with  the  exception  of  Chevington* 
remarkably  good.  It  is  likely  that  in  succeeding  years  more  samples  will  be 
taken  by  the  River  Board  whose  duty  it  is  to  require  the  maintenance  of 
standards  of  purity  of  effluent  which  finds  its  way  into  the  river. 

The  rate  of  provision  of  further  public  sewage  schemes  is*  of  course* 
linked  to  the  present  financial  position  of  the  country. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  individual  houses  provided  with  satis¬ 
factory  cesspool  drainage  has  been  accelerated  by  including  the  cost  of 
such  provision  in  the  sum  which  ranks  for  grant  when  Improvement  Grants  for 
houses  under  the  Housing  (Improvement)  Act  1949/54  have  been  given. 

The  number  of  houses  improved  by  grant  during  the  year  is  recorded  on  page  16 
as  39  -  prior  to  1955  there  had  been  68  houses  improved  by  grant.

2*  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS.  A  new  scheme  of  sewage  disposal  prepared  by  the 
Bury  St.  Edmunds  Borough  Council  for  works  in  this  Council’s  area  is 
awaiting  Public  Enquiry  -  these  will  replace  the  Borough  Council  Sewage 
Works  at  West  Stow  and  will  remove  a  source  of  river  pollution. 

3*  (i)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.  Gradually  the  pail  closets  are  being 
superce-ded  by  water  carriage  systems  and  private  septic  tanks  and 
cesspools  are  being  installed  with  the  advent  of  piped  w ater.  The  previous 
tables  under  Sewerage  show  the  use  being  made  of  public  sewers,  but  do  not 
indicate  the  extent  of  conversion  to  cesspool  systems  by  private 
individuals. 

All  new  houses  built  since  the  war  have  been  provided  with  water 
carriage  of  some  form  and  the  figure  of  17J$  having  service  of  a  sewer 
does  not  in  any  way  represent  the  total  number  having  flush  closets  or 
bathrooms. 

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  As  in  previous  years  a  weekly  collection  of 
refuse  has  been  provided  in  Barrow,  Great  Barton,  Hopton,  Ixworth, 

Pakenham  and  Stanton  with  a  fortnightly  collection  in  the  remaining  52 
parishes.  Two  vehicles  and  six  men  are  engaged  on  the  service  and  the 
small  number  of  complaints  received  testifies  to  the  standard  of  collection. 

One  side  load  uDennisif  12  yard  vehicle  is  used  for  the  more  outlying 
areas  and  a  15  cubic  yard  Scammel  rear  loader  for  the  shorter  hauls. 

The  Scammel  which  has  been  in  service  for  10  years  is  to  be  disposed 
of  in  1956  when  a  Karrier  4  wheel  articulated  vehicle  will  be  substituted 
for  the  cesspool  emptier. 

The  use  of  unsuitable  containers  for  household  refuse  causes  some 
concern  both  from  the  public  health  standpoint  and  to  the  men  handling. 

The  Council  considered  the  problem  and  agreed  to  include  money  in  the  next 
estimates  for  the  provision  of  dustbins  at  an  annual  charge  to  the 
householders. 

Refuse  tips  have  been  maintained  in  a  reasonably  satisfactory  condition - 
steps  being  taken  to  control  tip  pests.  The  tractor  has  been  most  useful 
for  levelling  operations,  but  the  lack  of  suitable  covering  material  is 
still  a  problem.  Tip  fires  have  occurred  due  to  the  high  paper  content  of 
the  refuse,  although,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  salvage,  a  considerable 
increase  in  the  collection  of  waste  paper  has  taken  place. 

Stability  in  mileage  has  not  yet  been  reached,  an  increase  of  2,000 
miles  occurring  in  1955. 

There  was  also  a  considerable  increase  in  the  amount  of  refuse  collected, 
this  figure  reaching  the  estimated  level  of  8,816  cubic  yards. 

The  concentrating  of  families  on  Council  estates, which  thus  brings  them 
into  the  orbit  of  regular  refuse  collection, tends  to  increase  the  quantity 
for  collection,  as  also  does  the  surprise  requests  which  are  still  being 
made,  after  10  years  of  operation, from  a  few  isolated  properties  which  only 
now  are  asking  for  the  service.

The  43  Outworkers  noted  above  are  employed  by  the  local  firm,  Messrs, 

Wizard  Fireworks, Ltd. ,  Chedburgh,  Nr.  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  whilst  the  four 
wearing  apparel  outworkers  are  employed  by  firms  at  Bradford  and  Manchester. 
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(iv)  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES 


Shops,  except  in  the  larger  villages  such  as  Ixworthp  Barrow 
and  Stanton,  are  of  the  general  stores  type,  catering  for  all  needs 
from  food  to  paraffin  oil  -  in  usually  very  restricted  premises. 

As  the  shopkeeper  often  manages  without  additional  employees,  the 
standard  of  personal  hygiene  is  fairly  good,  despite  the  difficulty 
of  providing  sinks  and  drainage  in  villages  without  sewers.  The 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations  in  such  villages  are  not  always  practical 
and  exemption  certificates  must  be  issued. 

(v)  CAMPING  SITES. 

The  largest  camping  sites  in  our  area,  those  at  Honing ton 
and  Shepherd’s  Grove,  Stanton,  are  under  the  control  of  the  Air 
Ministry* 

A  licensed  site,  for  6  vans,  used  in  connection  with  the 
seasonal  employment  of  farm  workers  exists  at  Barnham  and  another 
at  West  Stow  for  3  vans. 

There  are  no  other  caravan  groupings  in  the  District,  but 
applications  for  the  stationing  of  individual  caravans  are  received 
and  considered, 

(vi)  SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 


The  only  case  reported  during  the  year  as  one  of  smoke 
nuisance  occurred  at  Chedburgh  where  a  newly  established  company 
engaged  in  the  recovery  of  metal  from  cases  and  wires  used  the 
method  of  firing  the  casings,  to  leave  the  wires  exposed  after 
three  days  *  burning.  Their  attention  being  called  to  the 
complaint  the  method  v/as  abandoned.

The  appointment  of  Mr*  Lewis  on  June  6th,  1955*  has  already 
been  noted*  This  Sanitary  Inspector  has  devoted  almost  his  whole  time  to 
two  housing  activities 

(1)  Inspection  of  houses  for  action  under  Section  11  (individual 
unfit  house)  procedure. 

(2)  Investigation  of  improvement  grant  applications. 


Activities  under  item  (i)  included  complete  surveys  of  the 
villages  of  Barrow,  Horringer  and  Stanton,  so  that  the  new  house 
building  programme  schedule  for  these  villages  might  be  planned 
to  provide  accommodation  for  persons  likely  to  be  displaced 
through  the  closure  and  demolition  of  unfit  houses. 

The  Council  has  decided  on  a  building  programme  of  80  new 
Council  houses  per  annum.  These  are  all  to  be  devoted  to 
rehousing  those  displaced  by  slum  clearance  procedure  -  for  the 
other  general  housing  needs  of  the  District  the  Council  will 
rely  on  the  casual  vacancies  which  occur  in  their  Council  houses  - 
these  are  estimated  to  amount  to  50  or  60  vacancies  a  year. 

Consideration  has  also  been  given  to  the  special  problem 
of  rehousing  aged  persons  from  unfit  houses  and  negotiations  are 
proceeding  with  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and 
the  County  Council  with  a  view  to  erecting  a  type  of  bed  sitting 
room  accommodation  in  blocks. 

The  work  necessary  under  Item  (2)  can  be  indicated  by 
stating  that  in  the  financial  year  beginning  April  1955  there 
were  45  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  involving  6l 
properties.  After  due  consideration  the  Council  approved  41  of 
these  applications  relating  to  56  properties  and  involving 
grant  to  a  total  of  £14*414*  Of  these  applications  29* 
relating  to  39  properties,  were  completed  during  the  year  and 
therefore  qualified  to  obtain  a  total  of  £10,045  in  grant. 

Three  of  the  remaining  four  applications  were  refused  and 
one  was  deferred. 

As  Council  houses  totalled  1,099  "by  the  end  of  1955*  the 
inspections  made  for  disrepair  to  these  houses,  have,  as  in  previous  years, 
been  included  in  the  general  inspection  figure  for  all  houses  in  the 
District. 


During  1955  good  progress  has  continued  in  the  removal  of  hutment 
tenants  into  new  houses  ,  so  that  1956  may  see  the  end  of  hutments  as 
dwellings.  New  houses  are  being  constructed  at  Newthorpe,  Rougham,  for 
the  hutment  tenants  of  Blackthorpe  Camp;  tenants  from  Ingham  hutments  are 
being  rehoused  in  a  number  of  parishes  around,  i.e.,  Honington  and  Fornham 
St.  Martin,  whilst  a  large  building  programme  is  projected  at  Stanton 
for  the  Shepherd1 s  Grove  hutments.  By  July  1956  only  17  hutments  remained 
to  be  cleared, 

85  New  Council  houses  were  completed  during  1955  -  making  695 
post-war  Council  houses  and  1,009  Council  houses  in  all  in  the  District. 
The  villages  in  which  the  post-war  Council  houses  have  been  built, together 
with  the  year  of  building, the  number  of  pre-war  and  war-time  emergency 
Council  houses  in  each  parish  are  indicated  in  the  table  on  the  following 
page.

Meat  Inspection.  All  animals  slaughtered  at  the  4  private  slaughter¬ 
houses  in  the  District  were  examined,  which  was  no  small  feat  despite 
the  relatively  small  total  of  405  animals  involved  because  the 
irregularity  in  the  times  of  killing  is  time  consuming  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector* 

The  following  lists  show  the  amount  of  meat  dealt  with  as  being 
unfit  for  human  consumption,  whilst  the  table  on  the  following  page 
indicates  the  number  and  percentage  of  animals  affected*  As  requested 
in  the  Appendix  to  Circular  17/55  Ministry  of  Health,  the  tabular 
statement  for  information  about  the  post-mortem  inspection  of  animals 
has  been  revised  for  the  current  year  so  as  to  include  horses  slaughterer.!

It  should  be  noted  that  no  case  of  Diphtheria  has  occurred  in  the 
District  for  10  years  -  no  case  has  occurred  in  an  immunised  person  since 
December  1940,  when  immunisation  commenced  in  the  District,  nearly  15  years 
ago. 

The  two  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  wore  notified  by  a  Medical 
Practitioner  wishing  to  call  attention  to  the  presence  of  many  flies  at  a 
farm  house.  The  two  young  children  had  already  recovered  from  a  mild 
attack  of  diarrhoea  lasting  an  hour  or  two  -  no  specimens  were  available 
and  no  organism  was  found.
